So various are the methods which people take to spend 
their time, that it is difficult to discriminate between 
them so asto form a correct idea of their propriety, 
T'wo may be engaged in the same pursuit, and the mer. 
it of either be ofa very different degcee. One by bu 
siness obtains wealth, on whieh he lives with elegance 
and ease, and gives a part to those who are in greater 
want than himself. the other accumulates it, and de 
rives his pleasure frem seeing it increase without em 
ploying it for any purpose, advantageous to himself, or 
beneficial to others. Here indeed is time lost, and worse 
than lost, for he not only permits the days to pass un 
worthily away, but with them also goes all his better 
principles, Every evening when he sits down, cala 
reflection & sober judgement must compel him ianar 
ly to exclaim, if not in the words of Titus, in language 
to that effect. «J have lost a day!” and the’ moromg 
comes only to be foliowed by another evening, ia which 
he may justly repeat the same exclamation. 

Men are so constituted by nature, that few are calculx 
ted to pursue more than one aim with advantage. When 





a favorite project propeses itself to any one, he is#0e™ 
grossed by it as to preclude a desire of starting another. 
He is seldom so much under the domination of reason @ 
to combine the “utile cur dulci,” in their proper accep! 
ation; & if we trace each human passion, from the lore 
of pleasure, to the very opposite one of the love of mont} 
we shali find that to each when pursued is given ad Ol 
divided attention. View the man engaged in commer 
cial concerns; his ideas and thoughts, his inclinations 
and conceptions of things, irresistibly turn to the pois 
and should ever the time arrive when the thirst lot 
riches ceases, it seldom happens until that period of lit 
when the mind is incapable ot any mental exertion, and 
unable to throw off habits long fixed. The soul, narrow 
ed and contracted by a long attention to business, 19 the 
evening of life, that attention in part ceases, is still gor 
erned by impulses similar to those which formerly gu 
ed it; and therefore he whose declining years are gr 


erned by sordid passions, may be said most misersbi 
to miespend his time.
